PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Protection  against  poliomyelitis,  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  is  available  from  family  doctors,  child  welfare  centres  and  at 
school . 

Polio  protection  is  available  up  to  the  age  of  40  and  to  certain 
priority  groups  over  that  age.  The  vaccine  may  be  had  either  by  injection 
or  by  mouth. 

During  1965  the  immunisation  of  school  entrants  was  continued.  This 
work  was  carried  out  within  the  schools  on  a sessional  basis,  and  is 
reflected  in  the  general  immunisation  statistics  for  the  area. 

There  is  always  room  for  improvement  in  the  uptake  of  protection 
against  infection  - particularly  against  poliomyelitis.  Parents  of 
pre-school  children  should  make  a special  effort  to  take  advantage  of  the 
protection  so  readily  available  for  these  children,  particularly  at  this 
time  of  the  year.

New  Dwellings 

Ten  dwellings  were  completed  by  the  North  Eastern  Housing  Association 
Ltd. , and  six  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

Future  Development  by  the  Council 

Tenders  for  the  87  three  bedroom  houses  in  Churchill  Road  had  been 
received  on  the  31st  December,  1965. 

The  Council  rehoused  ten  tenants  from  their  property  in  Dunelm  Square 
with  the  idea  of  redeveloping  this  site  in  two  places.  The  Durham  County 
Council  made  application  for  part  of  this  ground  for  extension  to  their 
fire  station.  The  sale  of  part  of  this  ground  was  eventually  agreed  with 
the  County  Authorities;  in  consequence,  the  whole  of  the  remaining  ground 
will  have  to  be  developed  in  one  scheme. 

The  Council  have  not  yet  been  able  to  complete  the  purchase  of  the 
second  part  of  the  allotments  behind  Zetland  Road,  This  allotment  site 
is  to  be  used  for  Council  housing. 

The  number  of  applications  on  the  Council's  housing  list  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  125  compared  with  138  at  the  end  of  1964.
